On the 
Austro-Italian front no decided gains 
for either side arc chronicled. 
Pp in the northwest region of Rus­ 
sia, where last week the Russians not 
only were reported 
as holding 
the 
normans, but ns driving them back at 
several points, the Germans are now 
declared to have resumed the offen­ 
sive and forced the Muscovites hack 
to the northeast. 
In Roland a fresh advance northeast 
of Warsaw, between the Nnrew and 
the Hug, has been mode by the Teu­ 
tons and, according to Merlin, Novo- 
georgievsk has been more closely sur­ 
rounded and ground has been gained 
all along the fronts In the southeast­ 
ern districts, where the Russians are 
declared to bi* still falling hack. 
Except for the fight for the crater 
made by tho explosion rn ar Bagatelle 
artillery engagements have predomi­ 
nated 
along

The French communication 
asserts that the attempts of the Ger­ 
mans to expel tho French from this 
crater huve been unsuccessful. 
Fires were started by the shells of 
the Servians in their bombardment of 
Semlin and Panscovla, according to 
Nish reports.

Inventory Is Taken of Sixteen M inne­ 


sota Institutions. 


St. Paul, Aug. 16.— Minnesota had 
$15,008,967 
invested 
in the 
sixteen 
institutions under the state board of 
control, according to an 
inventory 
taken by Andrew FT. Fritz, public ex­ 
aminer at the end of the fiscal year 
sliding Ju ly 31, 1914. 
‘ The largest part of this amount is 
invested in the correctional and penal 
institutions and totals $6,762,831. The 
state asylums arid hospitals for the 
insane are next, with an investment of 
$5,056,249. 
The total average population of the 
state institutions, according to the re­ 
port, was 9,580, distributed as follows: 
Insane, 5.246; schools, 2,103; correc­ 
tional and penal, 1,950, and hospitals, 
281. 
Mr. Fritz reported tire total in­ 
crease in population for the year was 
about 4.23 per cent, the highest in­ 
crease being among the correctional 
and utnu.1 institutions of 2.2 per cent.

Few Who Enter the Circus Field are 
Ever Ready to Shake off the 
Desire to Follow it

The Organization One of Intense In­ 
terest and the Manager is Per­ 
fectly Familiar With it 


(IIY FLOYD KINO) 
Circus day, to the men who have 
hundreds of thousands of dollars In­ 
vested. means the 
culmination 
of 
long and careful and systematic prep­ 
aration. 
To pet ready for the day 
has been the work of many months 
and has employed the attention and 
talents of men wonderfully expert in 
their particular fields. 
Ninety-seven 
percent of the men engaged in the 
circus calling are 
descendants 
of 
those who have followed the call­ 
ing in other years. 
Few who enter 
the circus fields are ever able to suc­ 
cessfully shake off tin desire to fol­ 
low the “ white tops.” 


Adam Forepaugh, a former P h ila­ 
delphia butcher, who 
died 
several 
years ago, was the most rem arkable 
circus man of his day. 
There have 
been others who have enjoyed more 
publicity, but as to the ability of cre­ 
ating and organizing and the power 
of handling men, Mr. Forepaugh was 
without an equal. 
He was as rugged and uncouth as 
a Minnesota wood chopper. He talk­ 
ed and acted like a bowery tough. 
But he had a heart aa true as steel 
and was as kind and resentings as It 
is possible for a circus man to he, 
Often at night 
I have 
seen 
him 
emerge from the “ big top” after the 
menagerie had been torn down and 
round up the crowd of urchins and 
others who hang about the show, 
hoping in Borne way to gain admit 
lance. 
“Get in dere,” he would say, 
with a great bluff at fierceness, “ and 
get in dere quick, or FII tan your 
hides.” 
It is needless to say that 
these small boys never waited to have 
their hides tanned. 
Then the show 
man would sit down in his arm chair 
rest his hands upon his cane, and 
chuckle good naturedly. 
When Mr. 
Forepaugh died several years ago to­ 
wns worth more than $4,000,000. 
Near Columbus, Ohio, two or three 
generations ago there lived a poor 
Methodist preacher who rode a big 
circuit, 
which 
necessitated 
him 
preaching four or (Ive times every 
Sunday. 
The Rev. Dr. Sells had four 
boys, Adam. Lew, Peter and Kphralm 
The neighbors said that 
the 
hoys 
were the worst for miles around. 
Like most other boys, Bons of min 
toters, they were pulled from post to 
pillar and they grew nj* as hest they 
could. The boys tinnily left home and 
began to Bell electric 
belts, 
which 
they passed out like wildfire. 
The 
ability of tlie wiznrd-like Fdison was 
just beginning to dawn and they 
proved profitable days to the vendors 
of electric hells. 
The 
boys 
saved 
their money and one day they had a 
chance to buy a small wagon show 
that had stranded. 
They 
did 
al! 
sorts of things to save salaries, even 
to the raising of the tent In which 
Du* performance was given. 
The 
show grew' ami prospered, when the 
last of the brothers died in Columbus 
six years ago, he left an estate of 
many million dollars. 
The careful 
training the boys received in a Chris­ 
tian home was never afterw ard erad­ 
icated In spite of their calling or bus 
iness principles. 
A showman who Is known by all 
circus men and of whom the layman 
knows hut little is “ Popcorn” Geo. 
Hall, living at Delevan Lake. Win., 
hale and hearty at the age of 82. 
Circus men of other days all had one 
great failing, they loved to be called 
“colonel,” and, as soon as one came 
into possession of a circus, the title 
automatically fell/to him. 
Now, Mr 
Hall had been known for a quarter of 
a century us “ Popcorn George” for it 
was In* who Invented the ( undy form 
of delicacy made from popcorn. And 
so, when Mr. Hall cann* into posses­ 
sion of his first circus, he hail call­ 
ing curds printed reading “Col. Geo. 
W. Hall,” and likewise on all his 
passes he had a similar “ handle.” 
But the old circus followers couldn't 
see the “colonel,” and much to Mr. 
Hall's chagrin, he was ever known 
a s . “ Popcorn George.” 
The richest individual showman in 
the world today lives not a great 
ways from Indianapolis, in the little 
city of Peru, 
Ind. 
He 
is 
“ Uncle 
Ben” Wallace, and the name has been 
lisped upon the tongue of millions of 
little tots In the United States, Cana­ 
da and Mexico. Thirty years ago Mr. 
Wallace was running a livery stable 
in Peru. 
One day a small wagon 
show 
passed 
through 
town 
and 
bought several horses. 
A mortgage 
was taken on the circus parapher­ 
nalia. 
The showmen 
were 
never 
able to lift the mortgage and it fell 
into Mr. W allace’s hands. 
He tried 


in vain to dispose of the property, 
and so the next spring he took it out, 
palling the little aggregation “ The 
G reat W allace Show.” 
The young 
Hoosier showman applied to his c ir­ 
cus the same careful attention th a t 
he had given his livery stable. 
He 
was one of th e first, men to run a 
show upon 
business-like principles 
and to do aw ay with the gypsy-like 
methods which had long predom in­ 
ated cirrus 
life. 
Dishonesty 
and 
grnft were not allowed in any form. 
It Is no wonder that the show be­ 


ga n to grow and to continue to do bo 
until ll reached the zenith of clrcus- 
dom. 
The ru nn ing of a circus 1b a 
stupendous 
proposition. 
Generally 
there are m any men interested, and 
each has one p articu lar line of work 
to f o l lo w . 
N ot BO with Mr. W a l l a c e 
lie baa never had a partner. 
His 
sucres* has been due to the fact that 
he knows how to handle men. 
There is nothing about ills great 
organization with which he is not 
familiar. 
He knows every one of 
the employees, about, 1,000, most of 
them by their first name. On a rainy, 
had night, when difficulty is found 
In loading the train, It is not an un 
common sight to see him flown a t Hie 
“ ru n s” In mud up to his knees, w rest­ 
ling and working side by side with 
the circus “ razorhaeks,” whose pay 
is less than $1 per day, 
Mr. Wa! 
lace purchased the great Carl llag- 
e nbeck wild animal abow siv years 
ago and combined it wit ii tis circus, 
making ll the largest organization of 
its kind In Hie world. 
Ile travels 
with the show at all times, and he 
personally selects tin* 300 perform 
ers and the hundreds of other a t­ 
taches.
